B E E P INQUIRY. 


Stock Mea Before the Court—Kagan 
Contradicted. 
Washington, April 1.—All but two of 
the witnesses before the arm y beef in­ 
quiry court yesterday were members of 
the medical staff of the army who wen* 
on service in Cuba during the. Spanish 
war. 
The other two witnesses were 
George H. Giddings and General J. 
Hale Sypher, who had been interested 
in securing contracts for supplying beef 
on the hoof aud on the block for the 
army in Cuba, They testified that Gen­ 
eral Kagan had told them that the secre­ 
tary of war had asked him to give the 
refrigerator beef a trial, while 
Mr. 
Sypher said that General Kagan had 
created the impression upon him that he 
preferred beef on the block to refrigera­ 
tor beef. 
Their testimony throughout 
was contradictory to General Kagan's 
testimony aud Mr. Giddings mid that 
Congressman Hawley was p re c u t at 
se veral of his conferences with General 
Eagan. 
A majority of the army surgeons ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the canned 
beef was unsatisfactory as food for the 
troops, but some of them thought it no 
niore harmful than other meat in the 
Cuban climate.

Talked Plainly to Cuban Delegatee 
When They Called Upon Him . 
W ashington, April I.—The delegates 
from the Cuban assembly—Messrs. Vil- 
lalou and Hevia—called informally af 
the state departm ent yesterday aud had 
a long conversation with Secretary Hay. 
The affairs in Cuba were freely dis­ 
cussed aud the delegates presented the 
resolutions of the Cuban assembly. Sec­ 
retary Hay assured the delegates that 
the United States government would 
not increase the amount to pay the Cu- 
ban army above the $3,000,000 already 
sent to Cuba. 
He said this m atter 
could uot be further discussed. 
He also 
informed them that the president would 
not consent to any scheme for raising 
money by the Cuban assi-moly to pay 
the Cuban troops. 
Later, the secretary 
mentioned the call to President McKin­ 
ley, aud the president informed him 
that there would be no other or further 
answer to the delegation than had al­ 
ready bc'n given by the secretary.

to show that any material slackening of 
underlying movements has as yet be­ 
come apparent in leading lines. 
Less is

markets on the current season’s account, 
but an encouraging element is found in 
the read i ness of buyers to place orders 
for fall delivery. 
While leading west­ 
ern markets note that the edge has been 
t&k<>n off demand, aud that bad roads 
aud weather combined have retarded re­ 
tail distribution, and hence affected col­ 
lections, results of the first quarter’s 
trade with wholesalers have been so 
good that their sanguine cheerfulness as 
to the outlook is especially notable. 
In 
das trial conditions continue of a most 
flattering character, with ad va aces in 
wages still a prominent feature in the 
lion, steel, machinery and allied trades. 
There is some shrinkage in the dry 
goods demand at New Y'ork, but there 
is reported a rather better outlook in 
woolen goods. 
Talk of combinations in 
the woolen m anufacturing trade has 
softened wool quotations at Boston. 
Philadelphia reports steel plates nearly 
double the price when the present move­ 
ment began, and the strength of quinine 
is not being impaired. 
Bad weather is 
generally complained of at west as hurt­ 
ing distribution at retail, but St. Louis 
reports little apparent damage to winter 
wheat, and that large orders for cars 
and railway equipment generally are 
being placed.

Seventy People Lose T heir Lives Near 
th e Inland o f A lderney, 
Southam pton, April I.—The steam er 
Hon flour returned last night, after hav­ 
ing m ade the circle of the Casquet rocks, 
near the Island of Alderney, where the 
steam er Stella was foundered in a dense 
fog and 70 persons wore drowned. 
The 
Honfleur picked up two boats containing 
Women s clothing, money, jew elry and 
an ope ra g la n ease. 
The last had evi- 
dently been used in bailing. 
Many 
pathetic incidents are reported. 
In sev­ 
eral cases men lifted their wives and 
children into the boats and then per­ 
ished themselves in their presence. One 
wife, who was thus bereaved, lost her 
reason. 
A large number of the survivors ar­ 
rived here without any clothing, clad 
only in blankets. 
The Stella had 140 
passenger* aboard, and her crew" num­ 
bered 42. 
At least 70 are known to have 
been lost. 
It would seem that Captain Reeks 
supposed the fug was merely in banks, 
as is the usual experience, and decided 
to ran through it, but. as it became con­ 
tinually denser, he lost his bearings. 
When the Stella struck there was a 
terrible sensation, a noise of metal and 
woodwork I- ing torn bodily away, the 
vessel passing over the jagged rocks at 
full speed aud her side being ripped 
op*Mi like match wood. 
When she slid off the rock she turned 
completely over, carrying a lot of people 
with her.
